COURT DISALLOWS RECALL PETITION—- 


CITIZENS THINK FIGHT SHOULD CEASE 


Before Judge Courey in the super­ 
ior" court this week the writ of prohi­ 
bition, brought by Justice of the Peace 
H. N. Wells of Covina, prohibiting 
County Clerk Lelande from checking 
the 
names on the recall petition 
against him, was allowed by the Judge, 
rendering the recall petition void. The 
petition, with Its 178 names, was 
found by the Judge to have 
been 
drawn Irrregularly, which, In his es­ 
timation, rendered it valueless. 


Before any further recall proceed­ 
ings can be brought against Justice 
Wells a new petition must be circu­ 
lated, and It must he prepared in a 
more legal and more laborious fash­ 
ion than before. 
The court's deci­ 
sion show's that while the recall ac­ 
tion upon public officials may be In­ 
voked up to a certain point with com­ 
parative simplicity, the presenting of 
the petition Invariably involves a num­ 
ber of technicalities Uiat make the in­ 
troduction cf the petition a difficult 


one. 
This is evidently made purpose­ 
ly so, In order to prevent fraud in the 
securing of the signers. 


The situation is made even more In-, 


volved through the fact than many 
citizens in Covina township who sign­ 
ed the first petition will refuse to sign 
a second, should it be circulated, ow­ 
ing to the fact that many details lead­ 
ing up to the launching of the recall 
have become known, putting Justice 
Wells in a much more favorable light 
than formerly.

SUMMARY OF THE REPORT OF THE GENERAL 


MANAGER OF CALIFORNIA FRUIT EXCHANGE 


FOR T H E YEAR ENDING AUGUST 31, 1913. 


By G. Harold Powell. 


At the beginning of the year ending 
August 31, 1913, the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange shippers 
estimat­ 
ed that they would ship 34,000 car­ 
loads, or about 13,250,000 boxes of 
citniB fruits, comprising 27,000 
car­ 
loads of oranges and grape fruit and 
7,000 carloads of lemons. 
This was 
the largest estimated shipment in the 
history of the exchange. 
Detailed ar­ 
rangements were made in the fall of 
1912 to handle the increased crop. 


In November and December severe 
desert winds reduced the crop at least 
10 per cent; In January unprecedented 
cold 
weather destroyed the fruit in 
many sections, Injured It severely In 
others, while In a few localities the 
crop escaped serious injury. 


The cltruB Industry faced one of the 


Notwithstanding the difficulty of 
grading the fruit in frosted orchards, 
It Is a significant fact that 99.66 per 
cent of the cars forwarded by Ex­ 
change shippers in 1912-13 brought a 
cash return to California. 
In other 
words, only one-third of one per cent, 
or one car in three hundred, of the 
cars shipped, brought "red ink" re­ 
turns. 
These few "red ink" returns 
were 
confined 
principally 
to the 
chaotic marketing period Immediately 
following the frost, before the orderly 
distributing methods of the Exchange 
made themselves felt in the markets 
and before the Invention of the water 
separator by Mr. Frank F. Chase made 
possible the accurate 
separation of 
the frosted from the unfrosted 
fruit. 
It is a still more significant fact in 


resent them in their dealings with the 
central organization. 
The cost of 
maintaining the district 
exchange 
should be added to determine the to­ 
tal cost of marketing for an Exchange 
grower. The average cost of maintain­ 
ing the district exchanges is substan­ 
tially 1 cent per box in a normal year; 
in 1912-13, notwithstanding the short­ 
age in the crop, the average cost does 
not exceed 1 3-10 cents per box, mak­ 
ing the total cost of maintaining both 
the California 
Fruit 
Growers' Ex­ 
change and the district exchanges less 
than 2 3-8 per cent on the gross sales, 
or 3.13 per cent on the returns f.o.b. 
California. 
This marketing cost, as 
far as known, is the lowest cost of 
marketing any agricultural 
crop in 
America. 
The cost of marketing all 
farm crops, including 
citrus 
fruits, 
seldom falls below 5 per cent on the 
gross sales. The cost of marketing 
citrus fruits, even where no compre­ 
hensive distributing 
and marketing 
system has been developed, 
rarely 
falls below 5 per cent on the f.o.b. 
value. It often costs 7 to 10 per cent. 
It costs the American farmer on the 
average probably not less than 10 per 
cent, It frequently costs him 2u per 
cent or more to market his crop. 
LOSS SURPRISINGLY SMALL. 
The total losses sustained during the 
year from bad debts and from all 
other causes has been $390.71, or less 
than 1-333 of one per cent of the funds 
returned to California. 
The total loss 
from all sources since the dissolution 
of the California Fruit Agency in 1904 
has been $5,731.21, or less than 1-200 
of 1 per cent of $121,000,000, which is 
the approximate amount of money re­ 
turned by the Exchange to California 
during that period. It 1B doubtful if 
this record in financial 
management 
can be surpassed by any other com­ 
mercial institution in America. 


The shipments during the fiscal year 
1912-13 represent 53 per cent of the 
shipments of 1911-12. 
The f.o.b. re­ 
turns to California, on account of the 
shortage created by the frost, 
equal 
79 per cent of the returns of 1911-12. 
The proceeds paid by the associations 
to the producers after deducting all 
packing and selling charges, 
though 
unequally distributed In localities on 
account of the frost, represent approx­ 
imately 85 per cent of the proceeds 
returned by the associations to tno 
Exchange producers in 1911-12. The 
f.o.b. average price per box, as a re- 
Bult of the crop shortage, Is 47 per 
cent higher than the average for 1911- 
12 and 50.2 per cent higher than the 
average 
f.o.b. price received 
during 
the preceding eight years. 
Notwith­ 
standing the reduction of over 60 per 
cent of the estimated shipments for 
1912-13, the expenses of the Califor­ 
nia Fruit 
Growers' 
Exchange 
have 
been readjusted so that the cost to 
the shipper is only 3-4 of 1 per cent 
per box higher than the cost In 1911- 
12. 
The percentage 
cost 
on the 
gross sales on the other hand, as al­ 
ready stated, is 16 per cent less than 
the cost in 1911-12, and 5V6 per cent 
less than the average percentage cost 
of the preceding eight years.

box for the preceding eight years. 


tho face of the January disaster that 
98.25 per cent of the cars 
shipped 
actually brought a cash return to the 
Exchange grower; that is, a cash re 
turn In excess of the average asso 
elation, sub-exchange and California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange cost, freight 
and all other charges. The records of 
the Exchange for the eight preceding 
years show that in a normal season 
a "red Ink" snle Is of rare occurrence 
In 1909-10 for example, there 
were 
two 'red Ink" sales In a total of 16,- 
633 carlondB of oranges; In 1910-11 
there was one "red ink" sale in a to 
tal of 23,443 carloads of oranges. 


In 1911-12, 99.8 per cent of the o r 
anges shipped brought a cash return 
to California.

other names, such as righteous resis­ 
tance, a protest against

ple's ideas; but wrong is wrong and 
right is right, and what is wrong or 
right has become so through the ex­ 
perience of countless ages as to what 
is beBt for the human race.

RAILROAD COMMISSION WILL HEAR THE 


TESTIMONY IN DOMESTIC WATER COMPLAINT 


Practically every member of t h e 
Baldwin Park Chamber of Commerce 


1B arranging to be present at the hear­ 
ing before the state railroad commis­ 
sion, to be held next Wednesday In 
the superior court rooms In the Bul- 
lard block, Los Angeles. 


Signers of the petition asking that 
certain adjustments be made by the 
commission 
concerning 
the 
domestic 
water supply of the locality, are eager 
to testify, and to make it plain to the 
state 
commission 
that 
they 
are In 
earnest in bringing the matter before 
the 
commission. 


The 
original 
complaint 
contains 
about twenty-five names, the principal 
portion of them being of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 
T h e s e 
complainants 
are not asking for a decreasement of 
the 
rates, 
for the 
majority 
believe 
that the rates are not too high. 
The 
rates are higher than in other locali­ 
ties, but it Is reasoned that the local­ 
ity is new, and that the number of 
water users are at present 
nominal, 
and that something should be allowed 
the 
domestic 
company 
for the 
first 
years of getting the system started. 


Although 
there 
is no 
contention 
over 
the rates, the water-users are 
very 
insistent 
that the 
water-meters 
and 
service connections 
shall be in­ 
stalled free of charge by the company. 
This Is the bone of contention 
that 
has made it necessary to bring the 
matter 
before 
the railroad 
commis­ 
sion. 
It is alleged, by persons who 
signed the petition that the local com­ 
pany 
has charged 
exorbitant 
prfces 
for meters and connections In some 
Instance, and that the 
company 
has 
charged different 
and varying 
prices 
for meters and connections In other 
cases. 


The state railroad commission has 
ruled in two previous cases that the 
water 
company 
muBt Install 
meters 
and connections 
free of charge, and 
that water companys are engaged only 
In selling 
water and not in selling 
equipment and machinery. 
One case 
was that of the city of Glendale and 
the other the locality of Hawthorne. 
In the latter case the water company 
Ignored the decision of the railroad 
commission, and a mandate 
was is­ 
sued 
by the commission, 
demanding 
that the company comply at once, or 
criminal 
proceedings would be start­ 


ed. 
T h e 
Hawthorne 
company 
w a s 
also fined $5000 for contempt of court. 


It Is expected that the hearing will 
occupy an entire day before the com­ 
mission. 
T h e officers of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce are urging all per­ 
sons who are Interested, 
whether 
members of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce or not, to appear and offer such 
testimony as they see fit to put In. 
The Chamber of Commerce 
members 
issue 
the statement 
that 
they are 
bringing this complaint simply for the 
purpose of advancing the Interests of 
the locality, and that there la no feel­ 
ing of animosity against any person.
